DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

Amendment to the Claims 

The specific claim amendments are as follows: 

In claims 2-5, 7-13 and 15-20 remove "characterized in that" and replace with wherein 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1-5, 7- 
13 are allowed. Regarding claim 1 Thornberg discloses packet timing of transport 
channels for packet services in UMTS downlinks wherein channels radio channel traffic 
supervision function is provided for each channel. The traffic is shown to not exceed the 
amount of channels, and determining weight values for the traffic channels. Also 
determining a max number of bits of the channel output Holma disclose performing a 
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transport format combination set and controlling power for packet services. However the 
prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest the variables of the downlink transmit 
power, predicted/estimate value, and power value as disclose by the applicant. 
3. Claim 14-20 are allowed .Regarding 14 Thornberg discloses packet timing 

of transport channels for packet services in UMTS downlinks wherein channels radio 
channel traffic supervision function is provided for each channel. The traffic is shown to 
not exceed the amount of channels, and determining weight values for the traffic 
channels. Also determining a max number of bits of the channel output Holma disclose 
performing a transport format combination set and controlling power for packet services. 
Paneth disclose show a linear prediction filter or estimating power coefficient for each 
channel. However the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest the variables 
of the downlink transmit power, predicted/estimate value, and power value as disclose 
by the applicant.
